In most lace patterns, the number of stitches remains constant on each 
row. In these cases, when a yarn-over adds a stitch, a decrease removes 
another stitch. This yarn-over and-decrease combination is called a pair. 

A single yarn-over is paired with a single decrease, 2 yarn-overs with a 
double decrease. 

The variety of lace patterns comes from the placement of yarn-overs 
and decreases. Most often, both parts of the pair are side by side on the 
same row, but they can also be separated by other stitches. And in some 
patterns, the yarn-over is on one row, the decrease on another. 

Charts are invaluable when following the yarn-over/decrease relation- 
ships that are so crucial to the success and pleasure of lace knitting. They 
are especially helpful in understanding what to do when shaping a gar- 
ment. Stitches must be bound off and decreased for armholes, raglans, 
and necklines, and this may break up a yarn-over/decrease pair. 

Whatever you do when shaping, it should be virtually invisible while 
maintaining as much of the lace pattern as possible.

Side panel and sleeve 

With RS facing, larger needle, CC, and 
starting at the point where Miters 7 
and 13 join, PUK98 (101, 104, 106, 108)

ing at the point where Miters 1 and 2 
join — 196 (202, 208, 212, 216) stitch- 
es. Next 5 rows SI 1, knit to last stitch, 
pi.
